Relief rice is coming in al- 
most dally and Varlous ways of 
distribution were announced by 
the press, There is yet no 
official announcement, of the 
distribution of the relief rice, 
which is urgently needed.. 

The coat of living in Canton 

is believed to be smeng the 
highest of cities in China, but 
business in general is slack. 
’ The Central Bank of China 
is not yet selling exchange rates 
although such facility has been 
available in Shanghai since 
March 6. Many people here sa 
they ate in urgent need of 
American currency to order
